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The Abyssinian Expedition, 


Most of our readers are doubtless | 
aware that au expedition for the re- 
lease of English prisoners and the pun- 
ishment of the bloud thirsty and cruel 
King of Abyssinia has ben for some- 
time in course of preparation by the 
English Government. A portion of the 
forces comprising the expedition have 
already. sailed for Massora, the point of 
debarkation for the troops selected on 
account of it being the nearest point on 
the coast to Gundar, the capital of the 
Abyssinian King. From this place the 
expedition will penetrate into the heart 
of the country. 

The English Government and press 
hope that a vigorous attack and a «hort 
campaign will accomplish the desired 


That the difficulties attending the ex- 
pedition and the almost insurmountable 
obstacles to be overcome are fully rea- 
lized by the English jouruals, will be 
seen by the following extract taken 
from one of the leading London papers. 

“A force of 10,000 men would be 
more than sufficient to make quick 
work of the enemy in open field, but 
who knows where he will be encoun- 
tered. A landing upon the coast of 
Massoura dues net appear to be a very 
difficult thing. The trouble will be, 
marching in quest of the Abyssinian 
troops It becomes neceseary to oper- 
ate in aclimateas dangerous for hu- 
man life as that of the opposite side of 
the African continent. 

“Preparatioas must be made fur tra- 
versing 300 miles of jungles, and it is 
known what it cost us to cross the halt 
of that distance on ihe western side of 
Africa. Certainly thia is a gloomy 
prospective. But is it a well estab- 

lished fact that the climate is as mur- 
derous as it is represented? Is it well 
settled and well authenticated that} 
Abyssinia is as sickly as Sierra Leone? 
Is the climate as bad as that of upper 
Egypt?” 

According to schoo! geographies we 
are told that Abyssinia is ®@ mountain- 
ous region, remarkab te. fertility 
and beautiful climate, but we imagine 
the authors of the aforesaid books had 
little or no knowledye of the real tem- 
perature and sanitary condition of that 
barbarous empire. The surface of the 
country is estimated to corer about 
150,000 square miles, and is peopled 
wieh 4,500,000 inhabitants. 

The capital, Gendar, has about 8,000 
inhabitants.
